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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The newly added terms "first longitudinal portion" and 
"second longitudinal portion" (claims 1,11 and 14) do not have antecedent basis in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The newly defined limitation of the band 
member having a smooth outer surface (claims 1,11 and 14) is considered to be new 
matter. Although some portions of the grip are defined as being smooth, the original 
specification never disclosed that the texture of the outer surface of band member 52 is 
smooth. Further, the newly added limitation of the first and second longitudinal portions 
"abutting" each other (claims 1,11 and 14) is also considered to be new matter. The 
term "abutting" indicates that these two elements are separately formed and then 
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position in contact with each other. Such a structure was not disclosed in the original 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,4-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Leo et al. (hereinafter Leo). In regard to claims 1,11 and 14, Leo discloses an 
elastomeric gripping element 50 for an ariicie (see coiumn 4, iines 8-13) comprised of a 
cylindrical member having inner and outer surfaces, a first longitudinal portion 60 
"abutting" (see column 5, lines 9-12) a second longitudinal portion 58 wherein the first 
portion has a greater diameter than the second portion and is shorter than the second 
portion and wherein the first portion 60 defines a band member (see column 4, line 64) 
having a smooth outer surface, elevated sections 22 (see Figure 5) on the second 
portion which define intercalated shapes and a conical member 70 "abutting" the first 
portion and having an outer surface converging toward a writing nib 32 of the article. In 
regard to claims 4-8, the grip is formed from a thermoplastic elastomer (see column 4, 
line 14), which is considered a resistant and anti-slip material and has the claimed 
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Shore hardness (see column 4, line 16). In regard to claim 9, depending on the particle 
size, the elevated sections are shaped as claimed. In regard to claim 10, the elvated 
sections have a smooth outer surface. In regard to claim 12, the cylindrical and conical 
member are made from the same material (see column 5, lines 9-10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Leo. In regard to claims 2 and 3, although the Leo reference does not disclose the 

height of the elevated sections, it is the Examiner's position that it would have been 

obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that the 

elevated sections could be designed to have any suitable height, without effecting the 

overall operation of the device, especially since the Applicant has not indicated that 

these values are critical to the operation of the device.
